The main features or the July figures may be summarized ag follows:- 
Males: The total nuiabcr of males em ene din industry (excluding rural) or enlisted in the 


Defsnee Forces increased steadily from “ovembcr, 1941, to dune, 1942, at an average rate of 






23,800 per month, but thereafter increased by only 21,500 in thirteen months, During the 
pastfew months there has been little change in the total males engaged, so that fow mon, if 
any, are now being obtained from other sourcés, namely, rural workers, unemployed, 
independents and men usually occupied as employers or selreomployers. Compared with the 
previous month, the invake into the Forces in July was 2,690 but malos emoloyed in industry 
declined by 4,200. 


Females: Total females employed in industry (excluding rural and household domestic) and in 
the Defence Forces increased by 4,500 in July. The monthly increase during the twelve months 
ended duly, ike averaged 5, a. The number of females taken into the Forces in July was 
1,300 compared with an average monthly increase of 4,200 during the twelvo months ended 
July, and the incroase in peda city lLoyment was 3,200 in the month compared with an average 
feo ,e00 during the preceding twelve months.

Of emoloyment in various grouvs since war was comacnced in the Pacific. Munitions, aircraft 
and shipbuilding showed a stoady growth in tho total for both soxes until Avril, 1943. Male 
‘m@ployment in munition factories increased rapidly until July, 1942, but after ime at date, the 
monthly increase slackened off, and since Avril, 1943, over «,000 men have been released. 
Female munition workers continued to expand until May, 1943, but simall decreases appeared in 
June and July. Male workers in other factories and dinePaniaes were increasing when war with 
Japan started, but, with the exception of seasonal increases during recent months, have 
declined slowly from the November, 1941. ocak. The loss of 34,500 workers since November 












(eel, representing 7 per cent of their number at that date, is slightly in excess of the 
number of male factory workers absorbed by tho munition works. (Of course a very large 
proportion of the factory workers remaining have boon transforred to war contracts.) Female 
jworkers in other factories and workshops heve renained very steady since ovember, 1941, and 


Vare only 3,000 above the November, 1941, level. Governmental scrvices other than munition 
works increased slightly until spril, 1649, but the large increase in May y 49 42, was due to 
the inclusion of such +llisd Works Gcltned | employees as were viorking directly for Governmental 


authorities. Since May, 1942, males in this group have decreased by 12,500. The number of 
females in Government servicos has incrcased feirly steadily, and in cae 1943, stood at 54 
per cont above the November, 1941, level, Malos in “all othcr industries" reached a peak in 
Septembcr, 1941, and the decline in subscquont months placod July, 1943, at 23 per cent below 
November, 1941. This fall has meant the releasing of 123,000 don for the Armed Forccs,.

This total of 890,700 has been drawn from (a) unemoloyed wage and salary 
earners, the decrease of whom hes contributed 253,200 versonss (b) normal increase of wage and 
galary earners amounting to 109,200 scrsons, and (c) »ersons not carat occupied, (including 
retired persons wno have become wage carners and wage carnzrs who have delayed ae ment ) 
pt jloyers and self-em.loyed persons who have become salary end wage eons, end rural and 
srivate domestic wage carners who hav< envered the Forces or transfcrred to other industry. 

This latter group has contributed 528,300 »scrsous. 


Men engegcd in the Foreos and Industry have increased by 656,800 and women by 
voa,900 since the outbreak of war, The males werc obtained from the following sources:

During the first pcriod of the war, males cngaged in the Forees and Industry 
were increasing at an average rate of 16,700 scr months the ee inercase rell to 14,500 in 
the first year, and to 1,700 in the first sight months of thc second year of the Pacific War. 
ae into the Forces, howcver, averaged 13,500 monthly for thc first period, rose to 22,800 
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in the first year of vacific Yar, but averaged only 4,000 in the subsequent eight months. 
Diminishing unemployment was yielding 6,800 monthly in the early part of the war, fell to 
3,600 per month during the first year of the Pacific ar, but is now negligible. Men drawn 
into the Forces and Industry from other groups at first averared G,300 monthly, rose to 


9,700 in the twelve months after Japan entered the War, and fell to 200 for the eight months 
ended July, 1943. 


Women comneneed to be recruited for the Forces about the middle of 1944%% They 
averaged only S00 per month from July to November, 1941, but in the next twelve months 
averaged 2,200 per month, and in the eight months December, 1942, to July, 1943, averaged 
2,000, Those entcring industry averaged about 4,000 cach month orier to November, 1941, 
during the next twelve months they averaged 3,900, and in the eight months December, 1942, té 
July, 1943, averaged 3,000. The largest sourcesof additional female labour w. sft . uneceupied 
women, women engaged in private domestic service, and eimloyers and self-employed women. Tha 
sources provided 3,100 per month in the early part of the war, 5,000 per renth in the twelve 
months after November, 1941, and 4,100 per month durinc the cight months ended July, 1943..

The largest increase during July in the net figures for males occurred in the 
Beil. (2,800. The A-l.F. total increased by 7,800 but this increase was chiefly duc to 
transfers from the Militia, as the total of the +..I.¥. and iilitia together declined by 700 
‘compared with Junc. The Navy was inereased by 560. Amongst females, the most imoortant 
Change was an increase of 800 in the net number of 1eWe.A.S., while the Avdeli.”%.S. and tho 
i. increased by 250 and 200 respectively. Tne only other significant change during 


the month was an increase of 130 in the Naval Women's S:rvices.
